Project aims to place 
more homeless youths 
in private housing

Antwan Jones still remembers the feeling of 
disbelief when he and his mother were evict- 
ed from their West Side apartment, forcing 
him into homelessness at 16 years old. 

“I was shocked. It almost felt unreal in the 
way that I thought, you know, it would be 
over in a few days,” said Jones, now 24. “I had 
no idea it would last as many years as it did.” 

With his mother “struggling with her 
own issues” and coed housing hard to come 
by, Jones became separated from her and 
dropped out of John Marshall Metropolitan 
High School. 

He sought refuge in youth shelters, but a 
bed wasn’t always guaranteed. Sometimes the 
shelter would be full after he finished work- 
ing shifts as a security guard, compelling him 
to find alternatives—occasionally a friend’s 
couch, usually a CTA train. 

To try to ease the burden on city youth shel- 
ters, the Windy City Times —a lesbian, gay, bi- 
sexual and transgender newspaper—launched 
an online fundraising campaign in November 
to provide privately funded housing options. 
This approach, known as scattered-site hous- 
ing, offers homeless or low-income people af- 
fordable, private housing options rather than 
congregated living at local shelters. 

The publication is teaming up with two 
non-profit youth housing agencies for the 
750 Club Apartment Adoption Project, aimed 
at providing homeless young adults, ages 18 
to 25, and emancipated minors, with private 
apartments for two years. 

“If the model works, scattered-site housing 
can alleviate the strain on shelters,” said Tracy 
Baim, Windy City Times publisher, who is 
overseeing the project. 

Without stable housing, studies show 
young people are at greater risk for assault, 
drug abuse, gangs and truancy. But getting a 
uniform count of this population is challeng- 
ing because different agencies use different 
methods. 

Acity of Chicago count conducted in Janu- 
ary 2014 found 1,644 people younger than 18 
living on the streets —nearly one-third of the 
homeless population—but there are fewer 
than 400 beds dedicated to this group. The 
city count includes a tally of all people with 
temporary housing situations, including 
those living on the streets, in shelters, on pub-

lic transportation, in parks and in cars. 

Estimates by the Chicago Coalition for 
the Homeless starkly contrast with the city’s 
count. 

The nonprofit, which releases annual data 
on youth homelessness based on Chicago 
Public Schools surveys and other factors, 
estimates there are 12,186 unaccompanied 
young people, ages 14-21, in 2014, a 33 percent 
increase compared with five years ago, at the 
height of the recession. 

The 750 Club will focus on the LGBT com- 
munity, which makes up a large portion of af- 
fected youths, but not exclusively, Baim said. 

The AIDS Foundation of Chicago’s hous- 
ing program will distribute the proceeds, and 
750 Club partners La Casa Norte and Unity 
Parenting, which already provide scattered- 
site housing options, can apply for funds, 
Baim said. 

“What's great about this is we’re piggy- 
backing a system that is already in place,” 


Baim said. “They already do a great job, we 
just want to add more units.” 

So far, Baim has raised about $9,000 — 
enough to house one youth for a year. 

The project’s first fundraising event, fea- 
turing live music and a raffle, will be Jan. 15 at 
Mad River Bar & Grille in Lakeview. 

While scattered-site housing has long been 
an option for youth, Julie Dworkin, director 
of policy for the Chicago Coalition for the 
Homeless, said Project 750 is the first private- 
ly funded initiative she has seen, other than 
churches adopting families in the suburbs. 

With only 374 beds in Chicago dedicated 
to homeless young people, including shelters 
and scattered-site housing, their options are 
limited, Dworkin said. 

“Many times, we saw youths going to adult 
shelters, where they really didn’t feel safe,” 
Dworkin said. 

After eight years on the streets, Jones is a 
success story. In late November, he obtained

a one-bedroom apartment in Austin through 
La Casa Norte’s scattered-site housing pro- 
gram. 

In less than two weeks at his new home, he 
found a job as a health counselor at a West 
Side nonprofit, where he assists the home- 
less. 

He contributes 30 percent of his paycheck 
to rent as a part of the program. With a portion 
of the rest, he said he plans to save to enroll in 
a local community college in January, where he 
wants to study social services to continue to 
help those in positions similar to his. 

“T thought it’s only right,” Jones said.

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7-year-old plane 
crash survivor 
may help probe 


Sailor Gutzler, the 7-year-old girl from Nashville, Ill, who 
survived a plane crash, walked a mile through Kentucky 
woods to safety and then helped authorities locate the 
wreckage and remains of her family, may not be done help- 
ing investigators. 

National Transportation Safety Board investigator Heidi 
Moats said Sunday that Sailor is “one remarkable young 
lady,” and she might be able to assist them in determining 
what brought the plane—which was headed for Mount 
Vernon, Ill.—down near Eddyville. 

“Having someone that is a witness [is} always helpful in 
the investigation, it gives us kind of a story line,” Moats said. 

It’s not clear when investigators might talk to Sailor, 
who despite being bloodied and suffering a broken wrist 
after the Piper PA-34 plane crashed Friday, pulled herself 
from the wreckage and walked to the nearest home. 

The remains of the plane were moved Sunday so offi- 
cials with the NTSB can inspect it. They haven’t discussed 
any possibilities of what brought the plane down or how 
Sailor survived the crash.

Divers continue to search for 
AirAsia jet victims, black boxes 
The weather improved Monday and divers will 
attempt again to locate large objects on the floor 
of the Java Sea believed to be the fuselage of the 
AirAsia flight that crashed more than one week 
ago, killing all 162 on board.

Chicago native, longtime 
ESPN sportscaster dies 
after battle with cancer 


Associated Press 

Stuart Scott was in his element, working a 
“Monday Night Football” game, when he was 
forced to leave for an appendix operation. 

Doctors discovered a tumor during surgery 
and Scott was diagnosed with cancer. But he 
made a point of continuing to live his life. 

“You beat cancer by how you live,” he would 
later say. “So live. Live. Fight like hell.” 

That fight ended Sunday when Scott, the 
longtime “SportsCenter” anchor and ESPN 
personality known for his enthusiasm and 
ubiquity, died at age 49. 

ESPN President John Skipper said in a 
statement that Scott’s “energetic and unwaver- 
ing devotion to his family and to his work while 
fighting the battle of his life left us in awe, and 
he leaves a void that can never be replaced.” 

Skipper also marveled at Scott’s dedication 
to keep fighting— literally. 

“Who engages in mixed martial arts train- 
ing in the midst of chemotherapy treatments?” 
Skipper said. “Who leaves a hospital proce- 
dure to return to the set?” 

Fans and players at games around the US. 
on Sunday stopped to observe moments of 
silence, including at the Bengals-Colts NFL 
playoff game in Indianapolis, the Mavericks-

Cavaliers NBA game in Cleveland and at sev- 
eral college basketball games. 

Scott is survived by his two teenage daugh- 
ters, his parents, three siblings and a girlfriend. 

Born in Chicago, Scott lived in North Caro- 
lina before going to UNC. Scott worked at 
three TV stations in the southern US. before 
joining ESPN for the 1993 launch of its ESPN2 
network, hosting short update segments. 

He often anchored the 11 p.m. “SportsCen- 
ter,” where he would punctuate highlights with 
an emphatic “Boo-ya!” 

Scott went on to cover countless major 
events, including the Super Bowl, NBA Finals, 
World Series and NCAA basketball tourna- 
ment. He also interviewed President Obama. 

“T will miss Stuart Scott,” Obama said in a 
statement. “Stu helped usher in a new way to 
talk about our favorite teams and the day’s best 
plays. For much of those 20 years, public service 
and campaigns have kept me from my family— 
but wherever I went, I could flip on the TV and 
Stu and his colleagues on “SportsCenter” were 
there. ... Michelle and I offer our thoughts and 
prayers to his family, friends and colleagues.” 

In July, when he accepted the ESPY award 
named for late N.C. State coach Jim Valvano, 
Scott shared what he had learned from his 
struggle: “When you die, that does not mean 
that you lose to cancer. You beat cancer by how 
you live, why you live and the manner in which 
you live.”
